“WE WILL REBUILD.” 

A significant illustration of the in- 
domitable attitude of; modern man 
toward the forces of nature is the 
first official word after the earthquake 
in Santa Barbara: “ We will rebuild.” 
‘In early ages men would have inter- 
preted this disaster as a visitation of 
the gods and abandoned the locality as 
forbidden ground; and one who knows 
Santa, Barbara could understand how 
the ancient gods would have wanted to 
keep it as their ‘own exclusive resi- 
dence. In later centuries, even though 
men prayed to St. Barsara for her 
protection against lightning and other 
perils by sea or land, they would have 
fled simply in fear or in despair, being 
without resource. Not so the people 
of that city, mpst beautiful for situa- 
tion. Though the experiences of some 
who have seen and suffered from this 
sudden calamity are of a “‘ hue like 
‘‘ that when some great painter dips 
“his pencil in the gloom of earth- 
** quake and eclipse,’’ there is no dis- 
may. The voice- of man is heard 
above the “roaring ’’ of the earth- 
quake. 

There fs: no foretelling these visita- 
tions except in a general regional way. 
Statistics covering a thousand earth- 


tinent and four thousand on the Pa- 
cific side give some basis-for prophecy 
as to the locality of the quaking cen- 
tres and as. to probable intensity if 
the tremors do come. It is upon this 
scientific basis that proposals have 
‘been recently made looking to pro- 
vision against this hazard, so far as 
that is humanly possible. We must 
not only prepare to meet .earthquake 
emergencies in the way of fire fight- 
ing, panic control, . transportation, 
food supply, water supply, lighting 
and first aid such as the American 
Red Cross is ay te! ready to give, 
but also learn to build according to 
plans that have the approval: of the 
seismologist as well as the architect 
and engineer. 

The earthquake is a strange sort of 
guest. His ways must\be learned and 
when they are learned \they must be 
respected. Apprson tells in one of his 
papers that after an. earthquake. in 
England, when the whole island was 
shaken, a mountebank went about 
among the country people selling pills 
which he assured m were ‘* good 
against an earthqtake.”’ Nothing can 
preyent earthquakes, but it is hu- 
fhanly: possibld to protect to some ex- 
tent against loss and suffering from 
them.‘ Man, who has faced with some 
success the hazards of the air and 
water, fire and flood,- pestilence, cold 
and heat, will find a way to overcome 
even the earthquake’s rage. It will 
be done through proper construction 
and such a spirit’as is expressed in 
the challenge: “ We will rebuild.’’

Not’ content 
with that, the Navy Department pro- 
ceeded with larger plans involving a 
second contract, which was dated 
Dec. 11, 1922. But long before either 
of those dates the Naval Treaty had 
been signed at Washington. The day 
was Feb. 6, 1922. This was the treaty 
which was designed to remove, and in. 
the opinion of naval experts did re- 
move, the possibility of an aggressive 
war at sea. It should also have re- 
moved the acute dread which, accord- 
ing to Mr. DoHENY, led the Navy)De- 
partment to move heaven and earth to 
get .a stock of naval oil at Pearl 
Harbor. Diplomacy had triumphed, 
but the preparations for war wert on 
just the’ same. But.we must not for- 
get that, as Lord SaLissury once said, 
if the military experts had their way 
they would fortify the country against 
an attack from the planet Mars. 


THE NIGHT AIR MAIL TO CHICAGO, 
One of the most wonderful things in 
the world is the United States air mail 
service. It has its equal nowhere for 
distance flown and service rendered. 
The percentage of fatal accidents in 
six years of operation has been neg- 
ligible. Between May 15, 1918, and 
June 30, 1924, 255,086;600 letters were 
carried. The number of miles flown 
was 6,931,631. No less than 14,984 
trips .were made in’ storm and. fog. 
Average operating efficiency was 91:82 
per cent. for the six years. With the 
putting, on pf the transcontinental ser- 
vice, New York to San Francisco, on 
July Jj, 1924, there was a gain. in 
efficiency. The best pilots were chosen 
for the-work.- It was a point of pride 
to get through despite hazards of ter- 
brain and weather. A mail plane leaves 
New York’ every .morning for San 
Francisco at 9:30 o'clock apd is due” 
on the Pacific Coast at.5 o’clock P. M. 
the following day. Three-quarters of 
an hour earlier in the morning a plane, 
soars into: the air at San Francisco 
and at 5.o’clock P. M. the next day 
it alights at this end of the route. 
The elapsed time of flight is between 
thirty-two and. thirty-three hours. 
Railroad time ranges from ninety-two 
to-120 hours. The overland mail used 
to take twenty-eight days to cross the 
continent. This was reduced to nine 
days. by _pony express. The, best 
time made by mail trains was eighty- 
seven hours. Most people have for- 


mails day and night over the Rockies 
and across the deserts from New York 
to San Francisco‘all through the year; 
but the wonder of it is not lost on 
those who see the planes rush into the 
air and speed away, or upon others 
who hear them passing in the night 
overhead and ‘witness the end of the 
long journey completed in so sHort a 
time. Our transcontinental air ‘mail 
service is the admiration. of Europe.

The half year, brought to a closé with 
yesterday’s business, has been one of.in- 
dustrial and ‘commercial surprises, fea- 
tured-by interniittent strength and weak- 
ness in most markets and for the most 
part could be characterized as “‘spotty.’’ 
In the first quarter conditions weré ex-, 
ceptionally good, trade in most lines 
was active and profits fair. By the end 
of ‘the first quarter, however, many 
markets began to droop and the end of 
the half year finds business possibly & 
little less than normal, though many fa- 
vored lines have more than they can do.

In addition, there 
was the sharp reduction in loans desired 
by the banks in order that a.good state- 
ment might be made as of July 1. At 
any rate, the market has been almost 
pare of call funds in the last few days, 
although the situation is now commenc- 
ing to ease. AS compared with the 
loaning rate of 6 per cent. on Monday, 
call money yesterday closed at 5 per 
cent. and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that with the passing of today’s 
strain of payments, there will be further 
reductions all around.

WHEAT IN ITALY INCREASES. 


Crop to Be 30 Per Cent. Larger Than 
1924—Argentine Corn Lower, 


WASHINGTON, June 30 (4).—Produc- 
tibn of wheat*in Italy this year is esti- 
mated at 223,134,000 bushels, or 30 per 
cent. more than in 1924,-the Department 
j of Agriculture was advised today. by the 
International Institute of Agriculture at 
Rome.  Italy’s wheat requirements ‘are 
placed at approximately '276;000,000 bush-

2, ,000 bot- 
tles of a product known as ‘‘Daxol’’ 
to three chain stores, but lost. this 
business after Benes & Sons in 1918 
made a report on his product based on 
an analysis which he said was incor- 
rect. He also sought $50,000 for coun- 
sel fees. 

Frederick N. Van Zandt, attorney. for 
the defendants, denied the analysis was 
inaccurate and asserted it was made by 
two. laboratories not connected with the 
defendants.’ He showed two letters 
purported to be requests from the chain 
stores for an-analysis of Proper’s prod- 
uct because the label on. ‘‘Daxol’’ said 
it was ‘‘stronger than peroxide.”’ 

The trial will be continued today.
